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BLUEBERRIES : Production in six of the major blueberry States totaled 77.9 mil- 
lion pounds (35.4 thousand metric tons) during 1978. Estimates 
began in 1978 for Maine, Michigan, New Jersey, North Carolina and Oregon. 

BUSHBERRI ES : Washington and Oregon bushberries excluding blueberries totaled 
51.2 million pounds (23.2 thousand metric tons), 6 percent less 
than was produced in 1977. Cultivated Blackberry production totaled 21.2 mil- 
lion pounds (9630 metric tons), 9 percent above 1977. The Boysen berry and 
Youngberry crops in Oregon at 2.00 million pounds (910 metri c tons) were 37 
percent Below the 1977 production. Currant production in Washington at 316 
thousand pounds (140 metric tons) was down 3 percent. The Oregon Loganberry 
crop at 2.50 million pounds (1130 metric tons) was 31 percent below the 1977^ 
season. The Black Raspberry crop in Washington and Oregon totaled 2.08 million 
pounds (940 metric tons) , down 17 percent from 1977. The Red Raspberry crop in 
Washington and Oregon totaled 23.1 million pounds (10.5 thousand metric tons), 

9 percent below the 1977 production. 

SWEET CHERRIES : Production of sweet cherries in the United States totaled 155 
thousand tons (141 thousand metric tons) in 1978. This was 6 
percent above the previous season's utilized tonnage, but 8 percent less than 
the record 1976 output. Of the total utilized, fresh sales dipped to 44 per- 
cent compared with last season's 49 percent. Processing uses accounted for the 
remaining 56 percent of sales, up from 1977' s 51 percent. Washington and Mich- 
igan registered large crop increases this year while nearly all other producing 
States fell below last year's levels. 

TART CHERRIES: The Nation's 1978 output of tart cherries totaled 181 million 
pounds (82.2 thousand metric tons), all of which was utilized. 
This was 14 percent below last season’s figure, but 24 percent above the freeze- 
damaged 1976 crop. Of this year's total processed, 47.5 million pounds were 
canned, or 27 percent of the total compared with 1977' s 29 percent. Frozen 
uses accounted for 126 million pounds, or 72 percent compared with 68 percent 
last year. Of the major producing States, declines were recorded in Michigan 
and Wisconsin while the New York and Utah crops were higher than last year. 

CRANBERRIES: U.S. cranberry production in 1978 totaled a record 2.47 million 
barrels (112 thousand metric tons). This was 17 percent above 
the 1977 crop and up 2 percent from the previous record set in 1976. The area 
harvested, at 23.3 thousand acres (9370 hectares), was up from last season's 
22.5 thousand acres (9120 hectares). The average yield, at a record 106.5 
barrels per acre, was well above the year-earlier level. Production was in- 
creased in every State except Wisconsin where the crop declined 2 percent from 
1977. In Massachusetts, the leading producing State this year, the crop set a 
record at 1.18 million barrels, 34 percent higher than the previous year s out- 
put. 

DATES: The 1978 California crop totaled 22.5 thousand tons (20.4 thousand met- 
* ric tons), 11 percent less than the 1977 crop, but about the same as 

the 1976 crop.

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PEARS: The United States produced 727 thousand tons (660 thousand metric tons) 
of pears in 1978, all of which were utilized. This was 7 percent below 
last season and 11 percent less than the 1976 record utilized tonnage. The 
three Pacific Coast States accounted for 684 thousand tons (94 percent) of the 
U.S. crop, 7 percent less than the 1977 utilized output. Washington produced 
a record 246 thousand tons, but was offset by declines in Oregon and California. 
Bartlett production fell 14 percent to 469 thousand tons while the output of 
pears other than Bartlett rose 11 percent to 216 thousand tons in the Pacific 
Coast States. The Michigan and New York crops were well above year-earlier 
levels. 

POMEGRANATES: Production totaled 9500 tons (8620 metric tons), down 5 percent 
from 1977, but 6 percent above 1976. 

PRUNES AND PLUMS: There were 69.2 thousand tons (62.8 thousand metric tons) of 

prunes and plums utilized in 1978 in Idaho, Michigan, Oregon, 
and Washington. This was 19 percent above last season's level, but 6 percent 
less than in 1976. Production in Michigan and Washington rebounded from the 
short crops in 1977, offsetting declines in Idaho and Oregon, 

The California plum crop, at 154 thousand tons, was off 2 percent from 
1977, but 34 percent aSove the 1976 figure. Prune production in California 
declined to 131 thousand tons, down 18 percent from last season and 11 percent 
short of the 1976 crop. 

ALMONDS ; California production of almonds amounted to 180 million pounds of 
nutmeats (81.6 thousand metric tons), 42 percent less than was har- 
vested in 1977. 

FILBERTS: Filbert production in Washington and Oregon totaled 13.4 thousand 
tons (12.2 thousand metric tons), 14 percent above last season and 
87 percent more than was produced in 1976. 

MACADAMIA NUTS: The 1978 Hawaiian crop at 22.0 million pounds (9980 metric 
tons) was 12 percent above the 1977 crop and was 16 percent 

above 1976. 

PECANS : The U.S. pecan crop is estimated at 205 million pounds (93.1 thousand 
metric tons), 13 percent less than was harvested in 1977. Improved 
varieties at 142 million pounds accounted for 69 percent of production compared 
to 58 percent in 1977. The Native and seedling crop is placed at 63.2 million 
pounds, 36 percent less than the 1977 crop. 

PISTACHIOS : Production in California was placed at 2.50 mi llion pounds (1130 
metric tons), 44 percent less than the 1977 production. 

WALNUTS : The walnut crop in California totaled 160 thousand tons (145 thousand 
metric tons), 17 percent less than was produced in 1977.
